WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—A stu- 


pendous prosperity program, pro- 
posed by President Hoover as a 
means of lifting America out of 
economic depression, was endorsed 
in principle today by congressional 
leaders of both major parties. 


The program was presented to 


ranking senators and representa- 
tives of the president at a three- 
hour conference 
in 
the

House last night. They immediate- 


, ly and unanimously approved it

"in principle," though withholding 
judgment on the 
details.

president then appealed to the 
American people to support it. 


PROGRAM LISTED 


Briefly, the program included: 


1. Mobilization of the 
financial

A lot of business men who clas- 


sify as "big" profess to see in the 
anti-trust laws 
a threat 
to the 


peaceful existence 
of our large 


corporations, most of which are 
the result of consolidations, says 
an article on mergers. They claim, 
too, 
that proposed mergers which 


would work out to the public good 
are held in abeyance because of 
uncertainty as to what the law 
will consider proper and they con- 
demn the present anti-trust laws 
as too rigid, restricting and ham- 
pering for the general good. How- 
ever, this article continues, the un- 
prejudiced observer sees little rea- 
son for worry on the part of busi- 
ness men or the people. The laws 
as they are now seem to be admir- 
ably suited to the needs of both of 
the American people and of Amer- 
ican business. 
Supreme Court decisions have 


clarified a number 
of questions 


and have given business a pretty 
fair idea of where it stands. The 
principles governing what a mer- 
ger can and cannot do. under the 
law. were rather 
definitely 
set 


down under what has been called 
"the rule of reason." 


The first principle is that a mer- 


ger may be within the law even 
though competition between the 
merging companies has been elim- 
inated. 
The second is that it makes no 


difference whether 
one company 


buys the assets of another or con- 
trols it through stock ownership. 
The legality of a combination de- 
pends not upon its form but upon 
its performance. 


The third principle set forth is 


that the intentions of those con- 


nected with a merger are the test 
of its legality. 


Generally speaking, modern mer- 


gers are most often formed for the 
sake of realizing perfectly proper 
advantages usually in the way of 
economies of production, distribu- 
tion and 
administration. 
And 


these advantages rebound not only 
to the benefit of the consolidations 
but to that of their employees and 
customers—which is to say 
the 


general public. 


It is probable that the public has 


also realized that it generally gets 
fair treatment from the big com- 
pany, even those that come close 
to having a complete monopoly in 
their respective fields. 


All these things make public 


opinion; 
and the wise judge in- 


terprets such a flexible and gen- 
eral rule as the Sherman Act in 
accordance with common experi- 
ence and public opinion. Monopo- 
lies are no longer greatly feared, 
for business men have learned that 
to raise prices unduly is usually 
hurtful to business. 


There is also a strong feeling 


that excessive competition is not 
necessarily a boon to the consum- 
er. 
Too much 
competition 
is 


wasteful and in the end the pub- 
lic always pays for waste of any 
kind. On the other hand it is now 
generally recognized that a mer- 
ger holds potentialities of effect- 
ing notable economies in produc- 
tion, distribution, 
administration 


and financing which are notjrossi- 
ble to the component 
companies 


acting as independent units. It is 
the general policy 
of American 


business to pass on to the consu- 
mer part, at least, of the econo- 


mies realized—not from altruistic 
motives but selfishly, iu order to 
increase the consumption of the 
products and so increase profits. 


The question today swings on 


the real objective of the merger, 
as exemplified by its attitude and 
policies toward its customers, em- 
ployees and competitors. 
If 
it 
works for the good of the public 
by effecting economies which re- 
sult in lower prices, 
if it keeps 


•wages at a reasonably high level 
and if it docs not attempt to sup- 
press competition, it is in no great 
danger of prosecution.

anxious to shake him by the hand. 
They crowded round to get in an 
obsequious "Howdy, Al!" and if he 
condescended to talk to them in 
public, why, they felt almost as 
proud as if they had been noticed 
by royalty. 


That has changed. The gilt has 


come off Capone's glamour. Being 
the country's retailer-in-chief of 
liquor, bullets and vice no longer 
! seems such a. thrilling legend. It 
looks pretty 
squalid, now, and 


when Capone appeared a few days 
ago at a public football game he 
was treated to a round of boos 
and jeers that grew very threaten- 
ing and contemptuous before they 
finally died down. 


Capone is still a rich man, al- 


though the old vicious south side 
of Chicago where he built 
the 


foundations of his millions 
has 


degenerated into the most scab- 
rously dreary slum you are likely 
to find in any city. He is still a 
rich man, although racketeering1 is 


I not the paying game it was three 


years ago. But his wealth 10 the 
only remaining symbol that he is 
still a king. He Is getting a little 
"past it," perhaps, and they speak 
of him with increasing contempt 
and impatience in his own town. 


The charge that he faces is 


superficially a trivial one—evasion 
of income tax. Not. on the face 
of it, a criminal offense.

that Capone has made a lot of 
money by illegal methods and the 
state resents tha lack of revenue.

One-third of All Accidents from Electric Shock Occui 


in the Bathroom, Writes Dr. Copeland, Urging 


Especial Care With Appliances

T is almost a daily experience 


to read of a sudden death, per-

The 
number of deaths from electricity 
every year runs

North America.

ciety of Safety 
Engineers has 
been organized 
to 
study 
this 


problem. These 
men have care- 
fully investigat- 
ed 
the 
cases 


that have been 
reported. They

fcound that out of one hundred 
bacn accidents, thirty-one occurred 
in the bath room. 


Most of these occurred when the 


individual, whose body was wet, 
attempted to turn on an electric 
light. 
In this way he received an 
electric shook 
Usually the power 


was 110 volts, but m many cases an 
even lower voltage was sufficient 
to causp instaneous death. 


Standing 
in water, the 
victim 
reaches for an electric switch or fix- 
ture. 
As a result of some defect, 


the contact made is sufficient to send 
the current through the body.

cute himself by

Un 
der such circumstances these con

ceive a severe shock when reaching 
up with wet hands to adjust an elec.

During warm weather, when the 


hands are moist as a result of ex 
tensive perspiration, it is dangerous 
to handle an elertric fan or vacuum 
cleaner 
Contact under such condi 


uons may result in a severe shock 


There is no doubt there has been 


too much negligence in the handling 
of electrical appliances in the house- 
hold 
It is hoped that more rigid 


care and supervision of these appli 
ances, both by the manufacturers a? 
well as by the users, will eliminate 
the number of deaths from electric 
currents
